Serioms  grassh-onper  ontoreahs  were  O'aite  general- 
ly reported  from  hew  York  westward  to  Idaho,  I'Tevada,  and  ^irizena,  and  somthward 
to  ^Irhansas,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas.

It  also  did  some  da~2.ge  to  this  crop 
in  nortnern  Onio.  This  insect  seems  to  he  'o'lilding  np  an  a'onormal  pcp'ilaticn 
nortn  oi  tne  normal  chinc'n-h'ig  belt  in  Scath  Dakota  and  Iowa.

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The  establishment  of  a considerable  colony,  of  Bruchus^  brachial  is  Fahraeus 
attacking  vetch  in  the  field  near  Haddon  Heights,  N.  J.,and  infested  material 
from  Delaware  and  Maryland  was  discovered  dnring  the  month. 

The  peak  of  Ist-brood  codling  moth  emergence  in  the  Hudson  River  Valley  oc- 
curred about  July -7.  ■ The  second -brood,  moths  sto,rted  to  emerge  in  central  Ohio 
about  July  9,.  but  up  to  July  20  no  emergence  had  been  observed  in  the  fruit 
belt  along ' Lake  Erie.  Severe  infestations  were  reported  quite  generally  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  United  States.  Band  counts  in  v/estern  Illinois  indicate 
that  the  population  is  10  times  as  great  as  at  the  same  time  last  year,  and  in 
eastern  Illinois  about;  25  times  as  great. 

Considorahle  damage  is  being  done  by  the  grape  leafhopper  from  New'  Jersey 
westv/ard  to  Ohio. 

Blister  beetles  as  usual  are  now;  a,ttracting  a great  deal  of  attention  on  a 
variety  of  crops  in  the  East-<C-5ntral  and  West-Central  States,  Say's  blister  bee- 
tle becoming  quite  numerous  in  New  England  and  in  New  York. 

The  fa-lse  chinch  bugs  are  very  numerous  over  a large  area  in  low/a  and  Ne- 
braska.. They  are  also  numerous  in  parts  of  Texas,  Colo rada,  and  South  Carolina. 

Colorado  potato  beetleswcro  discovered  on  a city  lot  in  Ogden,  Utah,  during 
late  June.  By  the  end  of  July  it  appoa/red  that  this  infestation  had  been  elimi- 
nated. 

Thepotato  leafhopper  with  the  associated  hopperburn  is  prevalent  in  the  East- 
Central  States,  southward  to  Kentucky  and  westward  to  Iowa  and  Minnesota. 

Larvae  of  the  Mexican  bean  beetle  were  collected  during  the  month  in  Wash- 
ington County,  Eliodc  Island,  Considerable  dama.ge  v/as  done  by  the  first  genera- 
tion of  this  insect  in  Connecticut.  It  was  reported  for  the  first  time  from. 
Esopus  and  Port  Ewen,  New  York!  In  the  older  infested  region  in  the  southern 
Middle  Atlantic  States  but  comparatively  little  damage  is  being  done  by  this  in- 
sect. 


The  sqnash  bug  is  being  reported  much  more  frequently  than  last  yea.r  from 
the  Middle  Atlantic  States,  southw^ard  to  Georgia,  Alabama, and  Mississippi.  It 
Was  a.lso  reported  as  doing  serious,  damage  in  Iowa  and  Utali.  In  Idaho,  where 
it  was  first  discovered  in  1929,  it  is  nov/  quite  generally  destructive  over  the 
southwestern  part  of  the  State. 

A serious  outbreak  of  the  beet  webworm  is  occurring  in  parts  of  Uyoming. 

The  insect  is  also  unusually  abundant  in  Montana,  and  North  Dakota.  In  Uyoming 
the  insect  seriously  damaged  beans  into  which  they  migrated  from  near-by  fields. 

The ■ elm  leaf  beetle,  reported  as  occurring  in  southern  New  England  in  the 
last  nunber  of  the  Insect  Pest  Survey  Bulletin,  was  reported  during  July  from 
New  Hampshire  southward  along  the  Atlantic  Coast  to  Maryland  V7ith  occasional 
outbreaks  in  Ohio  and  Kentucky.

The  severe  outbreak  of  the  na.le  western  cutwom  in  Sasloatchewan  and  east- 
ern Alberta  drew  to  a close  late  in  J'une.  In  a,ddition  to  this  species,  the 
red-bached  cutwom  occrarred  in  inj'irious  nunbers  over  a wide  area  in  Sa.shatche- 
wan,  particularly  in  park  sections.  It  was  widespread  in  }-!anitoba,  notably  in 
central  and  northern  areas,  and  reports  of  its  prevalence  in  Alberta  were  also 
received.  Cutwom  inyury  has  been  seo’^ere  in  many  parts  of  British  Colmbia  and 
danage  by  cutwoms  also  has  been  reported  fron  various  sections  of  eastern 
Canada,  although,  except  in  southrrest ern  Ontario,  their  atta.cks  apparently  were 
not  particnlarly  se^rere. 

Moths  of  the  amy  cutwom  have  been  'uns'nally  ab'undant  in  the  three  Prairie 
Provinces,  where  thc^/  nroved  an  annoying  nest  in  and  about  houses. 

In  British  Corunbia,  the  I’icola  and  Okanagom  valleys  are  largely  free 
from  grasshopper  trouble,  but  a severe  outbreak  of  the  lesser  migratory  grass- 
hopper in  a section  of  the  Praser  valley  resulted  in  considerable  loss  to  clo- 
ver grown  for  seed.  Daziage  due  to  grasshoppers,  chiefly  the  clear-winged  and 
lesser  migratory  grasshoppers,  in  Saslcatchewan  is  widespread,  partic'uLarly  in 
south-central  sections.  Prevalent  but  localised  outbreaks  of  the  former  spe- 
cies are  ccemring  over  a wide  territory  in  Manitoba,  notably  in  the  southecst- 
ern  part  oi  the  province.  G-rasshoppers  continue  on  the  upward  trend  in  sec- 
tions of  Ontario  and  southern  Quebec. 

Important  crop  damage  by  wirewoms  of  several  species  is  occ'irrirg  over  a 
large  a,rea  or  Sasicatchewan,  and  in  east-central  iilberta  and  southwestern  On- 
tari 0 • 

reports  from,  southern  Quebec,  southern  Ontario,  and  southern  Mani- 
toDa  indica,te  that  the  Colorado  potato  beetle  is  definitely  more  a.bunda.nt  than 
us'oal  in  the  above  territories. 


Heavy  infestations  of  potato  flea  beetles  axe  noted  in  the  St.  John  Paver 
valley.  Hew  Br’uns^vick,  in  southern  Q;iebec,  and  in  Ontario.  Plea  beetles  are 
proving  injurious  to  cruciferous  crops  in  the  Okanagan  valley,  British  Colmbia, 
and  to  s'ogar  beets  in  A.lberta. 
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The  .striped  cucum'ber  beetle  is  'untis'ually ’ nmerous  and  destructive  in  the 
Annapolis  valley,  Kova  Scotia,  the  St.  John  valley,  Hew  Br'^onswich,  and  in  sec- 
tions of  southern  Qaehec  and  Ontario. 

The  cabbage  maggot  appears  to  be  in  outbreele  form  throughout  southwestern 
Ontario  and  has  done  much  damage  to  cruciferous  crops.  It  is  on  the  increase 
in  the  Lethbridge  district,  iUberta. 

Lvidence  of  o.  marked  reduction  in  the  European  red  mite  infestation  in 
the  orcha,rds  of  the  Annapolis  valley,  Hova  Scotia,  is  reported. 

Throughout  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  and  Alberta  the  spidermiiro  Parat et rany- 
C-hus  uniungui s Jac.  is  attacking  planted  spruce  and,  in  the  Riding  and  Luck 
Mountains,  is  seriously  infesting  native  white'  spruce.  The  pest  is  increasing 
in  importance  each  year,  its  development  being  particularly  favored  by  the  pre- 
vailing dry  weather. 

A moderate  outbreali  of  the  spruce  budworm  has  been  noted  in  the  Porcupine 
district,  Ontario,  and  an  extensive  outbrcolc  of  the  eastern  spruce  bark  beetle 
has  been  reported  on  the  north  shore  of  the  St.  Lav;rcnce ' River,  (Quebec,  in^the 
Hanicouagan  River  region.

MOmiOH  CRICKET  (Anabrus  simplex  Hald.) 

L,  P,  Rockv/ood  (July  3):  An  outbreak  of  this  species  near 
Page,  between  the  ITorthern  Pacific  Railroad  and  Snake  River, 
was  reported  by  County  Agent  Ingham,  ' The  crickets  were  seen 
June  27'  and  28.  On  the  latter  date  mating  was  in  progress. 
Crickets  .damaged  a strip  of  winter  wheat  along  one  side  of  a 
field.  On  June  28  most  of  them  Imd  left  wheat  but  were  found 
abundantly  in  the  uncultivated  rolling  hills,  especially  where 
sage  brush  occurred  above  1,000  feet.  They  were  broken  up  into 
scattered  groups  over  ;a  wide  area  of  pasture  land.  Wheat  will 
be  harvested  as  soon  as  v/eather  permits  and  further  damage  this 
yean. is  not  expected.  There  is  a considerable  acreage  of  dry- 
land wheat  north  and  ea,st  of  the  crickets.  This  may  be  damaged 
in  other  years  if  the  crickets  move  down  into  the  faming  region, 

‘ CUTW0E1;IS  (Hoctuida.e) 

C,  M.  Packard  (July  6):  The  vaniegated  cutwom  (Lycophotia 
margaritosa  saucia  Hbn.)  is  present  in  small  numbers  in  every 
armyv/om  horde  observed.  It  seems  to  lia.ve  been  the  species 
responsible  for  damage  to  clover  fields  attributed  to  the  a.my- 
wom.  It  is  present  by  the  million  in  a 3O-acr0  field  of  crimson 
clover  near  Belvidere,  observed  June  5,  It  caused  some  injury  by 
eating  leaves  amd  stems,  ^The  heads  were  too  nearly  mature  for 
i|uch  injury.  Migration  into  corn  across  a lane  was  stopped  by 
■ turning  hogs  into-  the  lane,  Ripae  were  ^common  June  16,  The 
first  adult  in  cages  ap)peared  June  18.  About  90  per  cent  of 
the  woms  were  pa.rasitized  by  tachinids. 
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Ee  L.  Chan'oers  (July  22)  2 An' ''^anusual  oufbreak  of  cntTrorms  ha.s 
occurred  throughout  the  .State  this  stmmer,.  and  at  the  present 
tine  the  variegated  cutworms  (Lycophotia  margaritosa  sa.ucia  Kbn.) 
are  doing  the  most  damawge.  In  several  localities,  including 
-Do.uglas,  Ba-yiield,  Barron,  Keno.shxa,  Milwaukee,  kacine,  Oza.'jkee, 
and  Washington,  the  amywoms  (Cirphis  uniouncta  Haw.)  were 
associated  with  the  variegated  cutworms  and  did  serious  injury 
for  several  days  ^antil  hronght under  control  "by  parasites. 
Apparently  the  variegated  cutworms  were  much  slower  to  "be  para- 
sitized. More  than  600  farms  in  Oza^okee  County  were  infested  and 
mar.y  fields  of  sweet  clover  and  alfalfa  completely  defoliated 
a.nd  much  injury  done  to  corn  and  potatoes  before  the  poisoned 
bran  could  be  sprea.d.  Large  quantities  of  poisoned  bran  were 
prepared  at  the  county  seats  and  distributed  at  cost  to  farmers 
in  Ozauhee  and  Washington  Counties. 

A.  G-,  keggles  and  assistants  (July)s  The  serious  cutworm 
situation  of  the  spring  has  nov7  abated  and  the  only  repo-x  of 
importance  is  one  on  the  variegated  cutworm  (Lycophotia 
margaritosa  sa.ucia  Eon.)  as  being  abundant  on  tobacco  in  Benton 
County.  (Abstract,  J.A.H.) 

J,  A,  Munro  (J^aly  3)  i Just  yesterday  I had  the  first  report  of 
the  Bertha  a.imyworm  (Barathra  confi?arata  Wa.lk.)  for  the  season. 
It  is  aj ready  destroying  fields  of  flax  in  the  western  part  of 
G-rand  Dorks  J.o'dnty,  (J-rly  18)  J Two  reports  of  Bartha  a.rmyworm 
injury  to.  flax  are  reported  from  Benson  and  Crand  Dorks  Counties, 
respectively.  • 
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Diego  County,  Deports  indicate  that  this  same  condition  exists 
in  parts  of  Los  Angeles  County,  'The  laker  sweet  corn  will  be 
entirely  mined  and  the  tonnage  of  the  field  corn  will  be 
cutnsdverclym  ’ ~ 

Tl^iis  pest  destroys  the  tassels  when  they  are  still  in  the  boot 
and  seems  to  like  the' silks,  ears,  and 'forming  cobs  of  the  younger 
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ea.rs  and  hores  into  the  stajk  of  the  corn  plant.  It  is  not 
Tincommon  to  find  as' high  as  four  or 'five  worms  to  one  corn 
plant.  Our  attention  was  called  to  'this  hy  Mr.'^-R.  R,  McLean, 
County  Agriculture  Connissioner  of  San  Diego  County. 

AR^IYWORM  (Cirphis  unipunc ta  Haw,) 

H.  C.  Walker  (July  24);  Although  the  first  generation  of  the 
amyworm  did  considerable  damage  in  the  Norfolk  section,  the 
second-generation  larvae  have  not  been  observed  in  the  field. 

This  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the  parasites  and  predators 
of  the  armyivorm  ha.d  greatly  reduced  their  nnnbers.  The  second 
generation  of  larvae  reared  in  the  insect  ary  are  now  nea^rly 
full  grown. 

T,  H,  Parks  (July  21) s The  armywom  outbreak  extended  between 
June  20  and  July  . 3,  A high  percentage  of  the  la3rvae  were  para- 
sitized but  the  moths  emerged  during  the  middle  of  July  and  were 
attracted  to  lights.  Cood  resiilts  were  secured’ from  the  o.ppli- 
cation  of  poisoned  bran  mash  bait  a,nd  not  much  corn  was  destroy- 
ed oii  farms  wliere  this  was  used.  The/' greatest  area  of  infesta- 
tion covered  parts  of  six  counties  iir' the ' south  central  part  of 
the  Sta.te,  .Outlying  reports  came  from  some  coulities  in  south- 
western Ohio,  m ,,  ' / ’ 

C.  M,  Packard  (July  6)s.  Outbreaks  of  the  armywom  were  reported 
from  a number  of  places  in 'the  southern  half  of  Indiana  in  early 
■June.  Excellent  results  were  obtained  T/ith  poisoned  bran  mash 
spread  broadcast.  The  worms  developed  in  timothy,  barley,  wheat, 
and  rye  fields,  principally  in  the  lower  or  richer  spots  which 
appa.rently  had  been  most  attractive  to  the  ovipositing  moths- 
early  in  the  spring.  The  crops  were  seriously  injured  or  entirely 
ruined  in  a number  of  such  areas, ' Migration  to  adjacent  young 
corn  and  resulting  injury  to  it  v/as  also  observed. 

Adult  moths  reared  from  both  Indiana  and  Kentucky  material 
proved  to  be  the  true  armyworm  (Cirphis  unip'oncta  Haw,),  Several 
tachinid  and  two  hsrmenOp'terous  parasites  were  reared.  Parasitism 
was  very  heavy  in  Indiana  and  it  seems  doubtful  if  the  next 
generation  of  worms  will  be  seriously  abundant.  Parasites  were 
also  very  abundant  a't  Shelbyville,  Ky.,  but  seemingly  not  so  much 
so  as  in  Indiana.  Many  apparently  healthy  pupae  are  in  the  ground 
at  Shelbyville  and  a sizeable  second  generation  of  worms  this  yeor 
is.  possible,. 

J,  J,  Davis  (July  25);  The  armyworm  appeared  in  destructive 
numbers  in  isolated  points  throughout  the  State,  Definite  reports 
were  received  as  follov/s;  Damaging  rye,  corn,  timothy,  etc.iat 
Ma,dison,  Aurora,  Logansport,  Leroy,  and  in  eight  townships  in 
Rush  County  v/here  wheat  was  the  principal  crop  drmnged, 

C,  M,  Packard  (July  6);  An  outbreak  near  Shelbyville,  Ky,, 
visited  June  17  and  23,  More  extended  injury  to  barley  seen  in 
this  area.  The  worms  had  finished  feeding  in  some  of  the  fields. 
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hence  it  was  too  late  to  apply  control  meas^ores.  Corn  adjacent 
to  “barley  was  “being  destroyed* 

R.  H.  Pettit  (July  l):  Yesterday  there  appeared  the  first 
armywom  oufbreak  for  Michigan  for  this  year;  It  occurred  at 
the  G-nne  Pam  near  Mason  and  a“bout  20  acres  of  wheat  were  in- 
volved. (July  10)t  Arnyivoms  have  appeared  in  Presque  Isle, 

Mason,  G-rand  Traverse,  and  Ingham  Counties.  The  a.ttacks  ha.vc 
not  “bocn  so  severe  a,s  at  some  times  in  the  pa.st,’”but  considera“ble 
damage  has  “been  done. 

Daily  Drovers  Telegram  (June  23):  Severe  and  widespread  out- 
breaks of  armywoms  have  “been  discovered  in'  southeastern  Missouri, 
particularly  in  Scott  County,  according  to  Plant  Commissioner 
K*  C.  Sullivan  of  the  Missouri  State  Boajrd  of  “^riculture. 

C,  M.  Packard  (July  6):  In  southern  Tennessee  some  dajnage 
from  the  axmywom  continued  into  first  week  in  June.  First  p^jpae 
were  o'b  served  in  the  field  June  1 and  pi’^-Ctically  aj,l^ha.d 
pupated  “by  June  12.  The  first  adult  in  June  4,  H.  G-. 

Cress,  County  Jlgent  of  Iteshall  County,  put  on  a coionty-wide 
control  canpa-ign  with  poisoned  “braj;!  “broadcast  over  entire  fields 
where  infestation  was  present.  This  effort  was  so  successful 
that  the  only  loss  in  the  county  was  to  spring-planted  clover 
and  timothy  in  grain  fields.  In  other  counties  where  no  such 
control  effort  vvas  made  there  was  much  damage  to  oats,  rye, 

“barley,  wheat,  and  corn.  High  parasitisn  “by  ta.chinids  was 
©“bserved  in  aJl  localities.  (C,  Benton) 

I PiYLL  ARI^^YlnfORI.^  (La-phygma  fruginerda  S.&  A.) 

J.  H,  Watson  (July  24):  Tne  most  striking  and  newest  develop- 
ment of  the  past  month  has  “been  am  out“break  of  the  fadl  amyv;om. 

The  out'oreak  has  “been  very  severe  in  the  everglades  (R.  H.  Lohdell), 
and  locally  severe  as  fa,r  north  as  Pinella-s  and  Polk  Co'rnties. 

In  the  latter  counties  it  ha.s  been  mostly  confined  “to  crab  gra.ss. 

The  woms  a,re  just  appearing  about  G-ainesville, 

W,  B,  Hinds  (July  25):  'The  grass  worn  is  now  maturing  in  at 
least  the  second  generation  and  complaint  of  light  infestation 
on  several  hundred  acres  of  sugarcane  was  received  from  ll7est 
Baton  Roiige  Parish  on  J'oly  17.  Examinations  showed  tha.t  most 
of  the  lamvae  had  entered  the  ground  for  pupation.  Tliose  re- 
maining were  full-grown  and  a,  very  large  percentage  was  para- 
sitized. i[7e  do  not  anticipate  serious  injury  from  the  next 
generation. 

PAIHTED  LADY  (“yanessa,  ca.rdui  L.) 

J.  7.  Schaffner , Jr.  (July  2l):  Larvae  of  this  species  appear- 
ed on  hollyhock  in  Massachusetts  about  the  third  week  in  June 
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and  since  then  many  collections  were  taken  on  hollyhock  and 
biirdock  in  several  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  and 
Maine  localities,  as  far  north  as  Rutland,  Vt,,  and  Bangor,  Me, 
This  species  has  not  been  reported  to  us  since  1936, 

H,  B,  Peirson  (July  22):  The  painted  lady  was  very  abundant 
in  Augusta  on  hollyhocks,  July  20, 

E,  W,  Mendenhall  (July  2l);  I find  the  painted  lady  infesting 
thistles  in  southwestern  Ohio,  It  fastens  leaves  together  and 
is  now  in  the  pupa  stage,  (July  21):  There  is  some  abundance 
of  this  insect,  I find  the  painted  hady  on  hollyhock  in  the 
pupal  stage  in  a garden  in  Springfield, 

W,  P.  Plint  (July  21):  The  painted  lady  butterfly  larvae  are 
reported  very  abundant  in  northern  Illinois  on  Canada  thistles 
and  hollyhocks.  Larvae  have  also  been  taken  by  members  of  our 
staff  in  soybean  fields,  especially  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
State, 


A.  G-.  Haggles  (July  2l):  Very  abundant  all  over  the  State 
and  in  mrmy  places  damaging  sunflowers  and  the  hollyhocks. 

Also  reported  on  lettuce  and  rc^e.  Crecat  glee  for  the  most 
pa.rt  because  of  the  a.ttack  on  thistle, 

J,  A.  Munro  (July  18):  The  painted  lady  or  thistle  butterfly 
is  abnormally  abundant  over  a large  section  of  the  State,  par- 
ticularly the  eastern  Imlf,  The  caterpilla<,rs  have  been  feeding 
largely  on  the  Canada  thistle  and  to  a lesser  extent  on  holly- 
hocks and  a few  other  x:)lantse 

H,  C.  Severin  (July  14^i!-  Caterpillars  of  the  painted  lady 
reported  general,  Crnada/ cHel'ly  is  attacked  though  hollyhocks 
suffer  considerably, 

M,  H,  Swenk  (July  1 - 15):  During  the  early  part  of  July  a 
number  of  correspondents  reported  that  the  Canada  thistles  had 
been  rather  severely  eaten  by  the  larvae  of  the  thistle  butter- 
fly^. 

WIKEWOHli^S  (Elateridae) 

E.  N,  Cory  (July  9):  Wireworms,  Agriotos  imangus  Say,  were 
received  from  J.  H.  Carter,  County  Agent,  Oakland,  Carrett 
County,  who  says  that  the  \7orms  appeared  about  ten  days  ago 
in  a farmer* s cornfield  and  ha-ve  destroyed  about  one-half  a.cre, 

J.  A.  Munro  (July  18):  Wireworms  were  reported  as  a,bundant 
in  G-olden  Vc?dley  County  in  corn  which  followed  flax  and  in 
fields  of  corn  and  potatoes  in  McKenzie  County,  but  sca.rce  in 
Williams  County,  moderately  abundant  in  Ponbina  County,  and 
scarce  in  Morton  County, 
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M,  H.  Swenk  (July  1 - 15):  A Saunders  County  correspondent 
reported  a potato  field  that  had  "been  planted  in  an  old  orchard, 
ojnong  the  tree  stumps,  to  have  the  tubers  “badly  eaten  “by  the 
wireworm  Melanotus  communis  Cyll,  (July  l):  Wireworms,  M, 
•pilosus  Blatch.  ,were  very  injurious  in  a corn  field  in  Dodge 
County  diiring  the  last  week  in  J^jne,  about  30  acres  being  in- 
volved in  the  injijry, 

C.  Wakeland  (June  30):  The  usual  reports  of  wireworms 
damaging  spring  crops  are  being  received  by  ou^  office,  e:spe- 
cially  from  the  irrigated  districts  of  southwestern  Idaho^,  The 
range  of  the  insect  seems  to  be  extending  in  the  Twin  Falls 
area  since  we  are  receiving  more  reports  from  there  this 
season.  Damage  in  genera,!  is  not- being  so  severe  as  during 
other  years  but  injury  is  reported  on  potatoes  in  several  new 
localities. 

SA^  WIEEW0R14  (Horistonotus  uhleri  Horn) 

J.  N,  Tenhet  (July  3);  In  the  experimental  plots  at  this 
station  a half  acre  of  late  potatoes  was  very  severely  injured 
by  the  ^(^dy-land  wireworm.  The  yield  of  marketable  potatoes 
was  cut  at  least  75  per  cent.  (July  16):  Adults  are  becoming 
very  scarce,  and  larval  attack  seem.s  to  be  slackening.  Larval 
injury  has  been  very  severe  this  spring, 

WHITE  GRUBS  (Phyllophaga  spp.) 

0.  I.  Snapp  (June  30):  May  beetles  have  completely  defoliated 
some  young  European  elm  trees  which  were  planted  for  shade  in  the 
city  of .Fort  Valley.  The  beetles  worked  at  night,  and  the 
owners  were  attributing  the  trouble  to  some  disease,  since  no 
insects  were,  observed  on  the  trees  during  the  day. 

C,  L.  Fluke  (June  30).:  Wliite  grubs  are  very  abundant  in 
southern  Wisconsin  only.  Hatching  from  June  20  to  date. 

J.  A.  Munro  (July  18):  Whdte  grubs  caused  light  injury  to 
garden  crops  in  Hettirger  County  and  were  moderately  abundant 
in  parts  of  Walsh  County, 
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CEREAL  AND  EOHAGE-CROP  INSECTS 

WHEAT 

EESSIAN  FLY  (Phytophaf'^a  destructor  SajO 

T.  H,  Paries  (July):  The  Hessian  fly  has  about  doubled  in 
population  as  determined  through  the  annual  wheat  insect  survey. 

No  serious  injury  occurred  ‘ to  the  preBent  crop,  which  promises 
to  be  the  largest  in  many  years.  The  heaviest  fly  infestation 
is  in  the  northeastern  counties  though  it  is  now  present  in 
threatening  numbers  in  near  13’’  all  sections  of  the  State. 

WHEA.T  STUi  MGGOT  (Meromy^  americaina  Fitch) 

A,  G.  Ruggles  acid  a,ssistants  (Jul3’):  More  abundant  tlian 
usual.  As  high  as  10  per  cent  loss  being  credited  to  this 
insect  in  man37-  wheat  fields.  (Abstract,  J.A.H,  ) 

J.  A.  I'^nro  (July  18):  The  wheat  stem  maggot  has  been 
noticeably  present  in  the  eastern  counties  of  the  State.  Many 
fields  in  Traill  Count:/’  were  reported  to  have  suffered  a loss 
of  10  to  12  per  cent  from  this  pest.  A surve:^  of  fields  in 
the  Fargo  vicinity  shows  a 2 to  3 per  cent  loss.  In  Richland 
County  it  is  reported  as  causing  a general  loss  of  0.5  to  1 
per  cent. 

M.  H.  Swenh  (July  1):  Daring  the  third  week  in  June  a few 
reports  of  an  abundance  of  the  wheat  stem  maggot  were  received 
from  east  central  Nebras2ia,  from  Dodge  Count:?-  to  Greele:?’  Count:^ 
but  the  damage  was  not  widespread  or  very  serious. 

WHSA.T  STH'£  SAWFLY  (Cephus  ci’nctus  Nort.) 

G.  F.  Knowlton  (Jul:^  6):  Six  per  cent  of  the  culms  in  one 
wheat  field  exanined  at  Hunter  are  infested  by  the  western  grass 
stem  sawfl:?-. 

WmiT  JOINT  mm  (Harmolita  tritici  Fitch) 

D.  C.  Mote  (July  13):  T.  H.  Chamberlin  reports  that  adults 
liad  practically  disappeared  from  the  fields  on  June  6 in  the 
Molalla  district,  although  stragglers  were  caught  as  late  as 
J-une  12.  The  parasite  Eaiu/toma  parva  Phillips  was  ver:?-  abundant 
on  both  the  3th  and  the  • 12th,  but  very  ; scarce  on  the  27th. 
First  adults  of  the  parasite  pitropinotus  aureovirdis  Cwfd,  June  12 
The:’’  liad  not  all  issued  from  the  overwintering  stubble  b:?-  June  27. 

WKS:VT  STRilW  WOK/I  (Harmolita  grandis  Rile:?-) 

G.  F.  Nnowlton  (Jul:^  21):  Wlieat  straw  worm  co-unts  made  up  to 
the  present  tim.e  are  somewliat  lower  tlian  the  average  for  last  3’ear. 
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PLAINS  P.IISD  WIRSTOEIvI  (Pleodes  o?aca 

H.  H.  S^enk  (July  1):  In  Keith  and  Cn.ster  Cormties  a great 
ahund-ance  of  the  hoe  tie  of  the  plains  false  aureworm  was  re- 
ported during  the  last  week  in  June.  Hie  beetles  ate  off  young 
corn,  oats,  and  cabbage  plants  at  the  surface  of  the  ground, 

3Jid  in  some  instances  did  serious  daznag.e,  . 

^7HITI>-LI1ISD  SPKIl'TX  (Celerio  lineata  Pab.  ) 

H.  C.  Severin  (JUI3’'  14):  Wliite  lined  sphinx  caterpillars 
a.re  abundant  on  tall  dock  but  have  been  reported  as  doing 
injiup/  to  corn  at  Br'ace.  At  times  as  man^'’  as  5 to  8 cater- 
pilla,rs  are  to  be  found  on  a single  dock  plant, 

C.  Wakeland  (July  23):  The  white-lined  sphinx  moth  is  very 
abundant  on  weeds  near  Moscow.  The  iru estation  appeared  alarming 
but  abated  before  reaching  wheat.  Larvae  very  heavily  para.sitized. 

3ZH?T  APMY^CRM  ( Laphygma  exigua  Hon. ) 

E.  (J'^l^  20):  A limited  infestation  of  armyworms  gave 

considerable  concern  to  holders  of  residential  property  in  the 
small  area  about  5 miles  west  of  the  center  of  town.  Tnej"  were 
migrating  from  a harvested  grain  field  to'  cit:,^’  lots  but  were 
fouid  to  be  feeding  onlj^  on  Anagallis  a.rvensis  (poor  man's 
weather  vane)  and  doing  no  damage  to  shrubs  or  plants.  Ue  reamed 
adults  which  were  determined  as  Lanlyryma  exigua,  Hbn.  (beet 
armjnvorm)  "by  Dr.  Com*stock  of  the  Los  Angeles  County  Muscjm. 

STII'IK  BUG-  (Chlorochroa  sayi  St  si). 

G-.  P.  Knowlton  (July  21):  Says  plant  bug  was  found  causing 
moderate  damage  in  m.any  northern  Utala  wheat  fields  before  the 
grain  became  ripe.  Serious  damage  was  observed  in  onlj"  a few 
fields, 

HTG-LISH  G-PAIU  ilPEID  (Ma,crosiphum  granarium  Kby. ) 

J.  J.  Davis  (ju-ly  25):  The  grain  aphid  was'  reported  common 
on  wheat  heads  at  Kentland,  31?.fhart,  aiid  LaPorte,  Juie  23-25. 

P.  H.  Pettit  (July  1):  Grain  aphids  seem  to  be  pretty  well 
spread  over  the  State  this  yea,r.  All  specimens  sent  in  prove 
to  be  those  of  the  northern  grahn  aphid  and  no  Toxoptera  have 
been  fouid. 
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AN  ARCTIID  MOTH  (Apantesis  7-f  ■n,f.a-Pr'ench') 

S.  Harcovitch  (Jhly  2)%  Several  new  outhreahs  of  txiis  insect 
reported  from  Lewisburg  as  doing  serious  damage  to  corn,  tooacco 
and  grasses. 


AN  AHCTIID  mote  (Apantesis  phvllira  DrurjO* 

C.  M.  Packard  6):  Adults  reared  from  larvae  sent  in  bj" 

Mr.  Benton  from  the  April  outbrealc  of  this  species  in  southern 
Tennessee  were  determined  b^  Mr.  Wm.  Schaus  as  above^  The  last 
adult  was  seen  in  the  field  June  5.  Pi eld  observations  yielded 
no  trace  of  second-brood  larvae  njitil  a small  infesto.tion  was 
seen  on  June  23  in  a hillside  pasture  near  Payetteville,  Tenn. 
On  June  24  a considerable  infestation  of  practically  mature 
larvae  was  seen  in  a hillside  pasture  8 miles  northv/cst  of 
Petersburg,  Tenn.  H.  0.  Cress,  Marshall  County  Agent  (Tenn.) 
reported  (June  30)  several  outbreaks  with  damage  to  rjastures 
up  to  20  per  cent  .and  threatening  inju-ry  to  corn  and  tobaxco. 
(C.Bentou) 


CHINCH  BUCt  (Blissus  Icucopterus  Say) 

T.  H.  Parks  (July  27):  Chinch  bugs  have  been  reported  damaging 
corn  in  several  northern  Ohio  counties.  There  is  no  serious 
general  outbre.alc  in  an3’  pa.rt  of  the  State,  but  the  insect  ha.s 
increased  rapidl^^  during  the  past  year.  Excellent  growing 
weather  enabled  corn  to  outgrow  their  attack. 

J.  J.  Davis  (July  25):  Chinch  bugs  were  reported  as  moderately 
a.bund.out  in  cornfields  in  Whitley  County  about  the  middle  of  Julj’’. 

W.  P.  Plint  (July  20):  Chinch  bugs  have  been  favored  during 
the  past  month  by  dry  weather  over  most  of  the  heavily  infested, 
area.  Serious  damage  to  corn  lias  resulted  in  a num^ber  of  the 
south  central  and  central  counties  ?;ith  some  scattered  outbrealcs 
outside  of  the  generally  infested  area,  the  m.ost  northern  of  these 
being  in  Hancock  County  on  the  west  side  of  the  State. 

H.  C.  Severin  (July  14):  Chinch  bugs  are  again  building  up 
their  population  in  .'^uth . central  South  Dakota.  There  I:ias  been 
little  damage  as  yet,  (Charles  Mix  aid  Tripp  Counties.) 

H.  S.  Jaques  (July  24):  Two  serious  infestations  of  chinch  bugs 
are  reported  from  Dos  Moines  County.

E.  H.  Bryson  (July  23):  The  chinch  bug  is  ver3"  abundant  and 
continues  to  be  a menace  in  south  central  and  southeastern  E'='msa,s 
The  southeastern  ccanties, which  include  the  three  tiers  running 
as  far  west  as  Sumner  County’,  a.re  still  s^nffering  from  the 
ra.vages  of  chinch  b'cgs.  Young  kafir  sorghnms  are  being  no.st 
injured,  owing  partlyto  dr^^  weahher  which  retards  the  growth  of 
the  plants.  The  farmers  in  the  extreme  southeastern  cowmtics 
plo/nted  a considerable  acreage  to  flax  and  so^^  beans,  oud  this 
pra.ctice  tends  to  avoid  losses  from  tMs  pest.

H.  E.  Ja.q;u.es  (Jul^/  24):  The  corn  oar  womn  lias  been  reported 
as  very  abundant  in  onl^^  the  extreme  western  part  of  the  State. 


F.  !'I.  Wadle3"  (July  13)j  The  work  of  the  earlj^  generations  of 
the  corn  ear  worm,  on  leaves  and  tassel  of  corn,  is  much  more 
noticeable  tlian  us’aal. 
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M.  H.  Swenk  (July  1 - 15):  Dozens  of  farmers  in  eastern 
Nehraslia  liave  inquired  concerning  the  abundance  of  corn  ear 
worms  working  on  their  corn,  boring  through  tiie  bud  and  downward 
in  the  stalk,  and  devouring  the  upper  leaves  and  the  tassels. 

The  first  reports  of  damage  of  this  sort  came  from  tne  counties 
bordering  the  Missouri  River,  from  Cedar,  Dixon,  and  Thurston 
Counties  south  to  Otoe,  ITemah-a,  and  Richardson  Counties.  This 
damage  began  to  be  apparent  along  the  Missouri  River  during  the 
last  few  days  in  June.  By  the  middle  of  July  it  was  showing  up 
in  counties  farther  west,  as  far  as  Madison,  Pla,tte,  and  Lancaster 
Counties.  In  manj’’  fields  this  injury  has  been  serious.  Rot  for 
at  least  the  past  30  3^ears  have  caterpillars  of  this  first  brood 
been  so  numerous  as  they  liave  this  year.  This  great  abundance 
of  corn  ear  woms  of  the  first  brood  indicates  the  probability 
of  unusually  heavy  damage  to  the  millqy  and  maturing  kernels  of 
the  corn  during  August  and  September  by  the  second  and  third 
broods  of  ear  worms. 

P.  M.  Gilmer  (Jul3"  14) The  corn  ear  worm  (determined  by 
Heinrich)  has  been  observed  causing  injurj^  to  apples  in  an 
orcliard  nea.r  Belle  Plaine,  Much  of  the  fruit  was  completely 
hollowed  out,  leaving  merely  a shell  attached  to  the  tree.  The 
injury  was  confined  to  trees  with  branches  drooping  until  they 
made  contact  with  the  soil,  although  fruit  as  high  as  6 or  8 
feet  above  ground  was  attacked.  The  original  infestation  was 
apparently  in  a heavy  planting  of  winter  vetch  which  was  used 
as  a cover  crop  in  the  orchard.  This  had  not  been  cut  at  the 
time  the  larvate  were  taken,  but  a good  many  finaits  even  a.t  some 
distance  from  the  groimd  load  been  attacked. 

H.  R.  Bryson  (July  23):  Damage  from  the  corn  ear  worm  has  been 
quite  noticeable  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  Complaints 
lia,ve  been  received  from  as  far  west  as  Rashville  and  Great  Bend. 
The  first  complaint  sent  in  wa.s  from  Ottawa,  July  3. 

C.  E.  Sanborn  and  assistants  (Jul3^  22):  The  com  ear  worm  is 
very  abnndant. 

K.  L,  Cockerliam  (July  9);  During  the  month  of  Jnne  early  fresh 
corn  was  noavily  infested  with  the  corn  ear  worm.  Inspectors  for 
the  Bureau  of  Markets  estimated  that  at  least  90  per  cent  of  the 
corn  moving  after  the  middle  of  the  month  was  infested.  A lot 
of  this  injury  did  not  throw  the  corn  out  of  grade  because  it 
was  confined  to  the  first  inch  and  a half  of  the  silk  end  of  the 
ear,  wnich  is  allov/ed  by  the  Bureau  of  Markets.  There  were  som.e 
cases,  however,  where  damage  increased  while  the  corn  was  in 
transit.

Monthly  Letter,  Bureau  of  Entomology,  U.  S.  Dept,  of  Agr. 
(June):  G.- F.  Ciausen,  who’ left' Washington  last  November  for 

the  Far  East  to  continue  his  search  for  parasites  of  the  citrus 
black  fly,  arrived  in  Havana,  Cuba,,  on  J'one  3 with -a  shipment 
of  parasites,  w'hich  will  be  liberated  there.  On  May  31  Mr. 
Clausen  inspected  the  infestations  in  Panama,  where  colonies 
of  one  of  the  parasites,  Eretmocerus  serius  Silv. , had  been 
liberated  in  January,  and  reports  that  whereas  at  the  time 
of  liberation  the  trees  v:ere  heavily  infested,  now  citrus  is 
almost  entirely  free  from  the  black  fly. 

SCALE  INSECTS  (Coccldae) 

J.  R.  Watson  (July  24):  The  dry  weather  has  also  prevented 
the  development  of  the  entomogenous  fungi-,  so  that  scale  in- 
sects, including  the  purple  scale  and  the  Florida  red  scale, 
and  also  the  whitely,'  are  more' -abundant  than  usual  at  this 
season. 

S,  17,  Berger  and  G,  ' B.  Merrill  (July  23):  The  purple  scale, 
Lenidosaphes  beckii  Newn.,  is  very  abundant  in  some  groves 
at  McIntosh  and 'Micanopy . ‘ . ' .

Ho dolia  cardinal! s Muls.,  and  the 
majority  of  infestations  have  been  cleaned  out. 

CITRUS  J.^EiUjYBUG-  (Fsue'dococeus  citri  Risso) 

J.  R.  Watson  (July  24):  Mealybugs  have  been  very  abundant 
in_ groves.  The  experiment  station  has  been  liberating  several 
thousand’  Cryutolaemus  montrouzieri  Muls.  These  are  multiply- 
ing rapidly  and  in  groves  where  they  wer'e  first  introduced 
mealybugs  a^e  becoming  scarce. 

CITRUS  RUST  MITE  (Fhyllocontes  oleivorus  Ashm. ) 

J.  R.  Watson  (July  24):  Another  insect  which  has  been 
favored  by  the  dry  weather  is  the  rust  mite,  v;hose  attacks  are 
extending  much  later  in  the  season  than  normally. 

E.  .V/.  Berger  and  Gr*  B.  Merrill  (July  23):  Tlie  citrus  rust 
mite  is  very  abundant  in  some  groves  at  McIntosh  and  Mi  canopy.

C.  D.  Lebert  (July  28):  Severe  injury  by  girdling  yomg 
citrus  trees  near  Mesa,  about  60  per  cent  of  the  young  trees 
became  infected  with  gummosis  fro-m  having  the  bud  lanion 
covered.

Nebraska  the  species  concerned  has  in  all  cases  been  Eni cauta 
J.emni  scata  Pab.;  while  in  southwestern  Nebraska  Macrobasis  im- 
maculata  Say,  M.  scgmentata  Say,  and  uni  color  Kby.  have 

been  the  species  concerned.  The  damage  was  chiefly  to  potatoes, 
but  beets,  beans,  and  lettuce,  and  other  garden  truck  (except 
onions)  commonly  attacked  also. 

H,  R.  Bryson  (July  23):  Blister  beetles  are  reported  as 
abundant  in  several  localities.  This  injury  is  not  confined 
to  the  western  counties  since  numerous  complaints  have  come 
from  eastern  co'iunties  in  the  vicinity  of  Wellsville  and  Colum- 
bus. 

J.  M.  Robinson  (July  23):  Blister  beetles  (Eoicauta  sp.) 
are  very  abundant  on  mangels  at  Auburn.  Macrobasi s unicolor 
Kby.  destroyed  4 acres  of  soy  beans  at  Tuscaloosa.  Blister 
beetles,  Eoi cauta  cinerea  Porst.,  are  very  abundant,  having 
destroyed  2 acres  of  soy  beans  at  Hamilton.

The  onlj'-  infestation  in  Carroll  County  looks  as  though  at  the 
present  time  eradica.tion  will  be  possible  within  the  near  future. 

Of  the  three  infestations  in  Montgomery  Co,,  no  Argentine  ants  have 
been  found  thus  far  this  spring  at  Duck  Hill,  Miss,,  end  very  few 
at  Kilmichael,  and  while  coii|)lete  eradication  at  Winona  is  not  in 
sight  yet,  a number  of  the  blocks  have  been  cleaned  up  this  year,

PIM  BOLL  WORM  (Pectinopliora  gossypiella  Saund.  ) 

The  finding  of  the  first  pink  bollworms  in  the  1931  co'tton  crop  in 
the  Salt  River  Valley  of  Arizona,  on  May  5 and  5,  was  mentioned  in  last 
month^ s News  Letter.  The  two  fields  involved  are  located  about  10  miles 
southwest  of  Phoenix  and  some  15  miles  west  of  the  1930  noncotton  zone, 
in  the  Laveen  section.  Since  then  specimens  have  been  found  %n  two 
additional  fields.  On  May  11  one  larva  was  found  in  a field  about  6 
miles  east  of  the  1930  noncotton  zone.  An  exit  hole  was  found  in  a- 
green  boll  from  this  field  on  May  22,  Indicating  tiiat  the  first  gener- 
ation of  the  current  season  had  already,/’  begun  to  emerge.  Since  the 
initial  infestation  was  found,  additional  specimens  have  been  taken  from 
this  field  and  the  two  fields  about  10  miles  southwest  of  Phoenix 
mentioned  in  the  July  1 number  of  the  SurvejT-  Bulletin.  One  specimen 
was  talcen  from  a field  about  4 miles  south  of  the  1930  noncotton  zone 
on  May  29,  this  being  in  the  G-oodyear  vicinity. 

During  May  2,373  samples  of  bolls  were  inspected  at  the  San  Antonio 
laboratory,  this  being  the  greatest  amount  inspected  any  month  since  the 
laboratory  has  been  in  operation.  These  samples  represented  fields  in 
216  counties  in  the  States  of  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Florida,  Georgia,  Louisi 
ana,  Mississippi,  Oklahoma,  South  Carolina,  and  Texas.  Samples  had 
already’’  been  inspected  from  North  Carolina  and  Tennessee.  A total  of 
7,892  samples  hiad  been  inspected  at  the  close  of  Hay,  all  with  negative 
results. 


TUROPSAN  CORN  B0R3R  (P7/rausta  nubilalis  Hbn . ) 

The  first  Suropean  corn  borer  pupa  found  in  1931,  as  reported  by  the 
Arlington  Laboratory,  was  Collected  in  the  vicinity  of  Arlington,  Mass., 
on  April  15,  and  the  first  record  of  emergence,  also  in  that  nei^borhood, 
was  made  on  Maj^  22. 


GITSY  MOTH  (Porthetria  dispar.  L. ) 

In  New  Jersey  the  work  which  is  being  done  cooperatively  by  the 
Federal  and  State  forces  consisted  mostly  of  checking  up  work  around 
previously  infested  areas.  This  was  practically  completed  during  the 
month  and  no  infestations  were  found.  Many  of  the  Federal  men  in  New 
Jersey  were  transferred  during  the  last  of  May  to  Massachusetts  and 
Connecticut  to  assist  in  the  spraying  work  which  was  being  done  there 
during  June. 
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JAPArrsSE  (PoDillia  .japonica  :T877!n. ) 

T'lis  earliest  emergence  of  adult  Japanese  "beetles  for  the  season  v?as 
recorded  on  Maj'’  23  at  Andalusia,  Fa,,  when  a single  specimen  was  collected 
in  an  outdoor  nursery  frame.  Three  beetles  were  collected  on  30  near 
Chester,  Fa.,  leaving  been  discovered  on  weeds  in  a hollow  along  a creeh. 


These  recoveries  were  of  beetles  which  had  ovemvintered 


.er  particularly 


favorable  confjLtions  as  to  protection  from  severe  weather.  Consequently 
their  transformation  into  the  adult  stage  does  not  represent  the  normal 
life  cycle  of  the  insect  in  the  region  of  Philadelphia,  where  the  mass 
emergence  of  the  beetle  will  not  occur  until  late  in  J'une  or  early  in 
J-uly. 

HZ2CICA2T  FFUIT  FLY  (Anastrepha  ludens  Loew) 

Following  the  finding  of  an  infestation  of  the  fmait  fl:/  in  fruit 
held  in  storage  near  Hicsion,  Tex.,  on  April  22,  an  intensive  effort 
was  made  to  locate  and  thoroughly  exarcinc  all  fruit  held  in  storage  with- 
in the  nuarantined  area. 


Additional  infestations  in  fruit  growing  locally  in  Matamoros  were 
found  during  the  month,  bringing  the  total  number  of  irxfested  premises 
to  12.  On  April  15,  larvae  of  the  fruit  fly  were  found  feeding  in  half- 
grown  fruit  of  Sa.rgentia  mremgii.  one  of  the  sapotes.  larvae  were  also 
taJuen  from  fruit  of  the  wliite  sapote,  Casmiroa  edulis,  of  which  there 
are  5 trees  growing  in  Matamoros. 

HITS  SCAIF  (Farlatoria  blancliardi  Targ.  ) 

luring  the  month  of  !'ay,  33,347  paJms  were  inspected  and  a single 
Farlatoria  scale  was  found.  This  specimen  proved  to  be  dead,  luring 
the  past  six  months  the  routine  inspectors  r^ve  found  only  3 infested 
palms;  on  2 of  these  dead  scale  only  was  found.  The  scout  inspectors, 
inspecting  sr.iall  plantings,  ornamentals,  etc.,  have  located  21  infested 
palms  during  the  same  period,  12  in  the  Coachella  Valley,  7 in  the 
Imperial  Valley,  and  2 in  the  Yuma  Valley.  Simteen  of  these  palms  were 
of  no  value  and  were  dug  out  and  destroyed;  the  remiainirig  5 were 
defoliated  and  torched.  In  the  corresponding  six  months  a,  year  ago  ISO 
infested  palms  '^ere  found. 

A THFJFS  (Frahklirdella  helianthi  Moulton) 

An  interception  of  a sotol  bloom  stalk  (Pasylirion  sp, ) at  Fresidio, 
Tex, , on  ]-{arch  22,  iSol,  bearing  thrips,  was  submitted  to  J.  R.  Watson, 
of  Gainesville,  Fla,,  who  determined  it  as  this  si^ecies  and  further 
renarkedj  "This  is  an  interesting  lot,  as  it  is  the  first  time  it  luas 
been  recorded  outside  of  California,  from  where  it  was  described.  This 
is  also  a new  host  plant  and  a decidedly  different  host  plant  than  that 
from  which  it  was  described,  namely,  sunflowers.  I suppose  you  ha.ve  no 
data  as  to  what  part  of  Mexico  this  cams  from."  Inquiry  from  F.  3. 
Lattimore,  at  Fresidio,  as  to  the  Mexican  origin  of  the  host  material, 
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broii^ht  the  reply  tiiat  since  it  came  in  a truck  and  the  flowers  are 
ratlier  delicate  the  probability  is  that  it  was  collected  within  a short 
radius  from  the  port,  and  tliat  search  would  be  made  for  the  parasite  in 
the  neighborhood. 

The  interesting  feature  in  this  case  is  the  addition  of  a new  and 
unsuspected  species  to  the  known  hosts  of  this  thrips,  and  it  exemplifies 
once  again  the  part  so  frequently  played  by  our  inspection  force  in 
contributing  in  an  incidental  but  effective  manner  to  the  sum  of 
knowledge  on  insects  and  diseases.

’ June -beetles,  Phyllo-pbLa,g:a  spp,,  had  so  badly  stripped  the  leaves  of  a 
young  caue  field  at  Isabela  early  in  May  according 'to  Dr..  G.  N.  Wolcott  . 
that  it  seemed  the  plants  could  hardly  recover.  However,  when  I visited 
it,  .in  company  with  Dr,  Wolcott  and  J,  G,  Myers,  on  June  l,.mue^.  new  growth 
was  present  owing  to  recent  heavy  rains;  the  older  leaves  were, badly  damaged. 

. Only  two  beetles  of  Phyllouhagia  -portoricensis  Smyth  wore  observed  . 
during  three  hours*  collecting  at  the  several  large  lights  -at  the  Sugar 
Company*s  hotel  at  iguirre  on  the  night  of  June2(G,N,W,  and  M.D.L.)*  They 
were  entirely  absent  during  the  nights  of  June  27  and  28.  (M.D.L.)

Li  gyrus  timulosus  Burn,  adults  v/ere  common  at  the  lights  at  the  Sugar 
Company's  hotel  at  jAguirre  on  .the  night  of  June  2,  but  on  the  nights  of 
June  27  and  28  only  about  a half  dozen  beetles  were  observed. 

The  adults  of  the  pink  leaf-sheath  bug,  Lasiochilus  divisus  Champion, 
were  observed  in  fa,ir  numbers  a.t  the  lights  of- the  Sugar  Company*  s hotel 
at  Aguirre  on  the  .night  of . -June  2,  but  were  scarce  on  the  nights  of  June 
27  and  28,  ; 

A leaf  hopper,  Protalebra  brasiliensis  De  Long,  has  been  observed 
breeding  abundantly  throughout  the  month  on  large ‘patches  of  Bidens  Tpilosa, 
locally  called.margarita  or  clavelillo,  on  the  edges  of  the  El  Morro  Golf 
Course  at  San  Juan.  Mr,  Wolcott  states  that  this  I'cafhoppor  is  sometimes 
abundant  on  cane  growing  in  weedy,  sandy  fields  but  that  its  occurrence 
on  cane  is  accidental,  its  common  food  plant  being  We deli a trilobata, 

(Jour,  Dept.  Agr.  .P,R,  5 (3):  31,  1921,  erroneously  det.  by  Metcalf  as 
Erythroneura  comes  Say.)  Adults  were  found  commonly  on  carrots  by  R,  T, 
Cotton  at  Rio  Piedras  in  1917, 

On  June  2 a scale  (Howard! a biclavis  Comst,),  determined  by  H,  Morrison, 
was  called  to  our  attention  by  Mr,  T,  B,  McClelland,  Director  of  the  Federal 
Experiment  Station  at  M^ayaguez,  It  was  abundant  on  the  trunks 
of  a number  of  shade  trees  (Gliricidia  senium)  of  coffee  in  a large/  experi- 
mental plot  which  Mr,  McClelland  has  been  running  for  some  year's.  He  feels 
that  the  scale  has  considerably  interfered  with  the  growth  and  production 
of  a number  of  trees. 

The  ’’vaquita,**  Pi  an  repos  snengleri  L,,  was  badly  stripping  the  foliage 
of  a number  of  young  grapefruit  trees  at  the  Substation  grounds  at  I, sab  el  a 
on  June  1,  (G,1T,W,  and  M,D,L.).  On  June  2,  in  company  with  J,  G.  Myers 
and  G,  N,  Wolcott  and  Mr,  Herbert  Osborn,  a section  of  the  Aguirre  Sugar 
Company* s properties,  Santa  Isabel,  near  Guyoma  was  visited  to  look  for 

parasites  of  Diaprepes,  The  beetles  T7ere  exceedingly  abundant  on  a 
number  of  good-sized  trees  of  a Ficus,  supposedly  F,  laevigata,  growing 
along  several  roads  tlirough  the  cane  fields,  and  much  stripping  of  their 
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foliage  had  occurred.  A n-umher  ;of  TDatches  of  eg-gs  were  found  hut  none 
appeo^red  to  he  parasitized.  A nimher  of  ”moca,”  Andira  inermis,  H.B.K, , 
trees  were  also  rather  hadly  stripped  hy  the  beetles  in  the  same  locaJity. 

The  green  scale,  Coccus  viridis  Creen,  was  observed  lightly  infesting 
a nimber  of  young  grapefruit  trees  at  the  Substation  at  Isabela  on  June  1. 
(G.N.W.  and  M.P.L.). 

Owing  to  heavy  ra.ins,  growth  of  windbreaks,  and  spraying  with  oil 
sprays,  infestations  of  the  green  scale  ha.ve  almost  disappeared  from 
'plantings  of  grape-fruit  in  at  least  four  groves  inspected  in  the  vicinity 
of  Isabela. 

The  leaf -beetle  Diabrotica  graminea  Baly  was  nmerous  on  a small  patch 
of  mung  beans,  about  W acre,  at  the  Station  groimds  at  Hio  Piedras  on 
June  8.  The  beetles  were  doing  considerable  damage  to  the  blossoms  and 
also  some  leaf  feeding. 

The  moths  of  the  smaller  beet  webworm,  Zinckenia  fascial  is  Croiier, 
were  not  uncommon- at  the  lights  of  the  Sugar  Company*  s hotel  at  igulrre  on  _ 
the  nights  of  June  28  and  29,  The  larvae  are  rather  common,  beet  and 
Amaranthus  feeders  on  the  Island^i 

A heavy  infestation  of  C o ry thucha go s s:a) i i Pab,in  one  field  of  lima 
beans- near  Aguadilla  has  caused  appreciable  reduction  in  both  quantity  and 
quality  of  crop,  (G-.N.W.) 

The  fall  army\7orm,  Lauhygma  frugiuerda  S.&  A,,  was  reported  by  Dr, 
Wolcott  as  causing  considerable  damage  during  the  latter  part  of  the  month 
to  the  alfalfa  a,t  the  Isabela  Substation.  The  outbreak:,  however,  was 
quickly  checked,  he  reports,  by  cutting  the  alfalfa 'and  allowing  the  im- 
ported toads,  Bufo  marinus  L.,  which  a.re  numerous,  to  eat  the  caterpillars. 
This  insect  was  reported  (through  Q-.U, Wolcott)  by  T.B.  McClelland,  Director 
of  .the  Federal  Experiment  Station,  a.s  causing  an  outbreak  dn  grass  at  • 
Mayaguez, 

The  .leaf -tier  Diehomeris  nine  rat  us  Wlsm,  seemed  to  be  doing  about  the 
same  amount  of  damage  when  examined  on  June  1 in  the  experimental  plots  at 
the  Isabela  Substation  a.s  during  the  previous  month.  Dr.  G-.N.  Wolcott 
reports  that  it  continued  to  be  injurious  during  the  month. 

The  canna  leaf-tier,  Cain  odes  ethlius  Crrxujr,  was  observed  to  be 
moderately  infesting  a number  of  plants  bordering  a large  entrance  drive- 
way near  the  Substation  at  Isabela  on  June  1 (M.D.L.,  G.N.W. , J.G-.M,), 

The  gramma  Psara,  Psara  uhaeou  ter  alls  Guenee,  was  abundant,  both 
moths  and  larvae,  on  June  28  and  29  on  the  St.  Augustine  grass  (locally 
called  gramma,  grassjr  covering  the  fairways  on  the  9 -hole  golf  course  of 
the  Sijgar  Company  at  Aguirre,  Dr,  Wolcott  reports’  am  outbreak  on  St, 
Augustine  grass  during  the  latter  part  of  the  month  about  3 miles  south- 
west of  Isabela,  The  only  other  previous  rocordVof  injury  in  the  Island, 
from  Hatillo,  in  1921,  ?/here  the  larvae  were  a.bundaiit  in  a pasture,  was 
according  to  Dr,  Wolcott  fully  a.s  serious. 
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• The  mealybug  Orthezia  insi^is  Douglas  was  present  on  rose  cuttings 
received  on  June  4 from  a garden  in  Santurce.  The  accon^anying  letter 
stc-ted  that  a n'^umber  of  rose  bushes  were  being  rather  badly  ir^jured  by 
the  insects  and  remedial  measures  were  requested. 

Dr,  O',  il,  Jolcott  reports  a high  infestation  of  the  pink  boll  worn, 
Pectino-phora  goss:aoiella  Saund,,  on  the  first  crop  of  cotton  in  one  field 
near  Aguadilla,  often  two  or  three-  caterpillars  being  found  in  one  boll'Or;' 
one.  large  caterpillar  in  a small  boll®  He  states  that  b-ard  successive  _ j ’ 
’rains  and  the  pink  boll  worn  ha vq.  caused  fully  50  per  cent  loss  of  the  r. 
crop'  in  this  field,  Mr,  E,  E.  Horko,  of  the  San  Juan  Ginnery  Co,,  states  ■ 
tha.t  the  field  in  Cenuy  r/hich  s'nowed  6;  per  cent,  10  per  cent,  end  ISy^Der 
cent  irJ’ested  bolls,  ba,sed  on  ccunts  of  100  bolls  on  May  1,  May  8,  and^ 

June  6,  respectively,  increased  to  22  per  cent  and  28  per  cent  on  J-une  13, 
and  28,  respectively.  Two  other  fields  at  Canuy  showed  4 per  cent^.and.  13 
per  cent  infested  bolls  on  June  17  and  still  another  field  12  per  cent  on 
June  28,  He  further  reports  that  a field  at  Hatillo  in  which  the  crop,  was 
almost  finished  had  31  per  cent  infested  bolls  by  acturd  count  on  J-me  17* 

The  situation  is  more  serious  than  ever  before  on  the  whole  North  Coast 
since  the  infestation,  is  higher  earlier  in  the  life  of  the  crop,  E^^essive 
reins  during  the  Spring  delayed  picking  and  no  cotton  was  brought  *antil 
J^jne  3,  Juan  Paster  Padrigu.ez,  General  iigricult-'ural  Jlgent  for  the  South 
Coast,  states  tba,t  by  May '15,  the  date  set  for  corplction  of  the  clcan-up 
against  pink  boll  worm,  only  about  5 per  cent  destruction  of  the  old  plrnts 
had  been  accomplished  but  that  by  June  1 about  50  per  cent  of  the-  old 
cotton  plants  in  the  South  Coast  had  been  puiled  up  and  burned  and  tlaat  the 
work  was  pronticadly  coiapleted  by  the  end  of  the  month.  This  does  not 
apply,  however,  to  the'  totvns  of  Guyana, 'Patil las,  and  Maunabo  where  the 
crop  had  been  planted  later,  the  last  of  the  cotton  crop  not  being  purchased 
from  growers  until  early  in  J^une,  Mr,  Pastor  states  that  by. the  end  of  June 
a Icnge  percentage  of  the  wild  cotton  trees  (algodon.  sylvestre)  along  the 
roadsides  in  Gu^^anilla  and  Yauco  had  been  cut  down  rnd  burned;  that  from 
Penuelas  to  Guanica  nearly  all  along  the  road  and  some  in  the  interior 
around  the  fields-  had  been  destroyed;  around  Ponce,  however,  and  along  the 
road  from  Santa  Isabel  to  Guyana,  including  Salinas,  not  so  large  a 
proportion  has  been  destroyed,  efforts  being  concentrated  on  destruction 
of  tho  remnants  of  the  cultivated  Sea  Island  crop. 

Dr.  G,  N.  Wolcott  reports  the  cotton  leaf  worm,  Alabama  ar^illacea 
Hubner,  very  abundant  towards  the  end  of  June  around  Isobela  and  often 
causing  entire  defoliation  despite  efforts  of  tlie  growers 'to  control  the 
outbreak.  Almost  daily  rains  washed  off  the  poison  soon  after  it  was 
applied,  thus  rendering  control  difficult.  The  outbreak  did  not  spread 
more  than  2 miles  south  of  the  North  Coast  and  a few  scattering  cater- 
pillaxs  were  just  beginning  to  appear  in  the  cotton  around  Aguadilla  at 
the  end  of  the  month.  Dr,  Wolcott  has  observed  the  moths  which  were 
attracted  to  lights  about  the  dinner  taJble  in  tlie  house  to  feed  on  the 
juices  of  dead  ripe  mangos.  He  states  that  this  observation  v/ill  j^robably 
also  apply  to  moths  in  the  field  feeding  on  fruits  still  on  the  trees  or 
fadlen  to  the  ground, 

E,  E,  Rorke  reports  that  new  infestations  stanted  up  during  June, 
in  general  in  the  North  Coa,st  section  but  especially  about  Hatillo,  Cajnuy, 
and  IsaOela,  where  the  cotton  plants  a.re  la.rge  and  the  crop  more  concentravted. 
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The  cotton  leaf -miner,  Ne-pticala  j^^ossypil  -Forhes  and  Leonard*  Many 
plojits  showed  evidence  of  considerable  mining  of  the  leaves  earlier  in 
the  life  of  the  crop  at  Penuelas. 

The  cotton  stainer  Dysdercus  ne.£?lectus  Uhler  was  reported  abundant  in 
an  old  cotton  field  long  past  picking  on  June  25  at  Carolina*  D*  cadre »e  L*, 
by  far  the  most  common  of  the  two  here,  was  almost  entirely  absent* 

Specimens  were  submitted  to  check  the  determinations®  Mr*  Flores  now 
believes  that  the  staineishe  reported  on  in  April  (I eP.S.Bulletin  11  (4)s236, 
June,  1931)  were  almost  all  if  not  entirely  neglectus  instead  of  andrca^® 

One  specimen  of  Onconeltus  aulicus  Pab®  was  brought  in  but  I judge  it  was 
probably  not  feeding  on  the  cotton  bolls®  (Ismael  Flores  Lugo,  Agricultural 
Agent • 


Lysdercus  andreae  L.  has  not  been  troublesome  so  far  during  the  month 
on  the  North  Coast  and  the  blister  mite  Eriouhyes  gossyipii  Banks  is  sca.rce® 
(E.  F,  Rorko) 

The^black  scale,  Saissetia  nigra  Neitner,  wa.s  present  in  the  grea.test 
abundance  in  Penuela.s  that  I have  yet  seen  in  the  island,  many  plants 
having  the-  stems  and  twigs  entirely  encrusted  with  the  scades. 

Tlie  cotton  leaf  blister  mite,  Eriouhyes  gossyipil  Banks,  was  observed 
badly  infestirig  many  old  plants  in  a field  from  \yhich  the  drop  had  already 
been  picked  on  June  2 at  Penuela.s® 

The  infestation  of  the  ’^pollilo,”  Cr:/ntotermes  brevis  Walk,,  Mas 
reported  in  one  of  the  government  buildings  in,  San  Juan®  Upon  investigation 
it  v;a.s  found  that  many  valuable  records  had- become  infested,  some  of  them 
.so  badly  as  to  have  been  practically  destroyed®

A'^rotis  ypsilon  Rott®  constituted  the  principad  pest  of  com  in  the 
vicinity  of  Montemorelos  and  Linares  in  Nuevo  Leon  and  on  the  outskirts  of 
Torroon,  Coahuila,  In  the  latter  place  it  also  severely  attacked  wheat® 

A species  of  Agrotis  was  ad  so  attacking  corn  in  the  environs  of  Ixtlan 
del  Rio  in  '.Nayarit  during  June® 

Peridroma  sp®  started  attacks  on  corn  in  the  vicinity  of  Ixtlan  del 
Rio,  Naya,rit,  and  Tampico,  Tamaul  ip  as,  during  June® 

Heliothis  obsoleta  Fab®  is  attacking  corn  in  Lower  California  in  the 
vicinity  of.  Eiisenai^-,  also  in  the  Topic  region  of  Eayarit  during  March® 
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In  tlie  middle  of  liny  Diatraea  sp,  appeared  on  sti^^arcane  in  the  vicinity 
of  Montemorelos,  Uuevo  Leon,  and  was  also  reported  from  Linares*  This 
insect  also  a,ttacked  sngarcane  in  June  in  Ixtlan  del  Rio.  In  the  month  of 
June  Liatraea  sp,  appeared  in  the  greater  part  of  the  Camargo  region  of  • 
Chihuahua  in  the  plantations  of  corn.  It  is  calculated  that  10  per  cent 
of  the  crop  is  injured. 

Philo  sp.  started  attacking  sugarcane  in  June  in  Ixtlan  del  Rio,'  in 
Nayarit. 

Wirev/orms  were  one  of  the  principal  pests  of  corn  in  the  vicinity  of 
Montemorelos  end  Linares  in  Uuevo  'Leon  and  were  also  reported  as  attacking 
corn  in  Colime,.  Early  corn  is  planted  in  Eehrirary  and  lie.rch  in  the  Ta^-ipico, 
region  of  Tame.ulipas  and  larvae  of  Elateridcae  destroy  the  corn  when  it 
begins  to  germinate. 

Phyllophaga  larvae  attacked  corn  in  Colima,  appearing  in  llay  and  doing 
much  damage . 

Sphenariun  sp.  and  Taeniouoda  eques  Burm.  started  attacks  on  corn  in 
the  region  about  Ixtlan  del  Rio,  ITayarit,  during  Junfe. 

Red  spiders,  Tetranychus  sp.,  were  infesting  corn  in  Colima  and  near 
Torreon,  Coaliuila.  These  insects  were  very  serious  during  June  over  the 
greater  part  of  the  Camargo  region- in  Chihuahua, 

Estigmene  a.cra.ea  Drury  was  observed  on  alfalfa  in  the  district  of 
Lar.'p-azos,  Nuevo  Leon, 

The  alfalfa  caterpillar  Autograuha  gamma  californica  Speyer,  which 
attacks  the  leaves  and  flowers  of  alfalfa,  clover, and  likewise  barley,  pea, 
and  cabbage,  had  been  scarce  during  the  period  in  Lower  California,  vicinity 
of  Mexicali, 

Cotton  is  planted  in  April  and  May  in  the  vicinity  of  Yavaros,  Sonora, 
and  Anthonomus  grand  is  Boh,  causes  great  damage  to  this  plant  every  year 
and  requires  extensive  control  measures.  This  was  one  of  the  principal 
cotton  insects  during  June  in  the  environs  of  Mi  or,  Tana.ulipas,  and  was 
a,lso  common  in  Coahuila;  although  numerous  there  are  no  indications  that 
they  are  making  a,ny  intensive  invasions  this  yec,r  except  in  the  vicinity 
of  Lagionera  vfnere  control  measures  were  applied. 

Alabama  argillacea  Htn,  is  important  in  Coalmila  when  it  appears 
early  but  it  is  not  very  common  this  yea,r  and  for  that  rea.son  is  not  causing 
serious  injury.  In  generad,  it  occurs  about  every  four  years,  and  at 
present  is  of  no  importance.  It  was,  however,  one  of  the  principal  cotton 
insects  during  June  in  the  Mier  region  of  Trmaulipas,  attacking  the 
when  they  are  a few  days  old. 
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Pectino-phora  /g;ossypiella  Saund.  has  cade  its  appearance  in  the 
plantations  of  cotton  near  Camargo,  Chihuahua,  hut  its  greater  activities 
develop  in  the  fOvll.  The  damage  done  in  1930  is  estinated  at  41  per  cent. 

It  is  common  in  Coalmila,  in  the  vicinity  of  Torreon;  although  numerous 
there  a.re  no  indications  that  they  are  making  auy  intensive  invasions  this 
year,  except  in  the  vicinity  of  Lagunera  where  control  measures  were 
applied, 

Bucculatrix  thurheriella.  Busck  appeared  on  cotton  in  Lower  California 
in  the  vicinity  of  Mexicali,  hut  was  combatted  at  once  in  order  to-  prevent 
great  damage, 

Estigmene  acraea  Drury  was  observed  on  cotton  in  the  environs  of 
Lampazos,  huevo  Leon, 

Penta.toma  ligata.  Say  is  usually  aiserious  pest  of  cotton  around 
Camargo,  Chihuahua,  hut  most  of  its  damage  is  noted  in  the  fall.  In  1930 
it  occasioned  27  per  cent  dam.age.

NOTES  ON  INSECT  CONDITIONS  IN  COSTA  RICA,  JUNE,  1931 
J,  Eid,  Tristan 

Director  of  the  National  Museum,  San  Jose. 

Almost  ail  the  plants  of  the  genus  Citrus  are  infested  by  Aleurocanthus 
woglurai  Ashby.  Some  trefes  have  lost  their  entire  foliage  and  the  branches 
a.ppear  dried  up.  Nothing  has  been  done  to  combat  the  pest  up.  to  the  present. 
In  April  an  experiment  was  made  with  a fungus,  Aschersonia  aleyrodis,  but 
nothing  definite  lias  been  ascertained  yet  about  tliis  fungus. 

In  the  coffee  planta.tions  situated  to  the  northwest  of  the  capital  are 
numerous  badly  injured  plants.  Great  numbers  of  a.phids  are  fouiid  on  the 
young  lea.ves.  Some  coccids  and  also  la»,rvae  of  Cemiostoma  coffeellum 
StaAnton  which  live  in  the  parencliyma  of  the  leaA  and  destroy  it  are  present. 
This  larva  spins  a strong  cocoon,  which  is  protected  by  a great  number  of 
fine  threads.  The  tips  of  the  infested  branches  turn  black.  In  some  places 
termites  nre  aAso  found.  We  have  not  yet  determined  the  canse  of  the  trouble 

Termites  have  not  been  so  numerous  this  year  as  last.  Notwithstanding 
this,  in  some  parts  of  the  city  they  are  seen  in  great  numbers  flying  in  the 
afternoons.  Some  houses  of  wood  are  ba.dly  damaged.
